Chester Dady Acknowledges 
That He Cannot Complete 
His Contract With the City 
in Scheduled Time. 


OFFICIALS WILL URGE 
COUNCIL TO TURN DOWN

Dady Declares That He Is 
Unable to Get Sufficient 
Stone—Lithonia Has Plenty 
of Stone, Says Trade Board. 


A rigid tmvestigation of the failure 
of Chester A. Dady, the contractor, who 
is under a $176,000 bond with the city, 
to erect the Peachtree and Intrench- 
ment creek sewage plants on scheduled 
time, will be made by council. 

The sewer committee, of which 
Councilman John H. Harwell is chaeir- 
man, will be asked to “turn down” 
Dady’s request for an extension of the 
contract from June to December, and 
the bond commission will insist that 
the $30,000 held by Comptroller J. H. 
Goldsmith as a payment for his work 
be held until he completes the filter 


beds. 

“I cannot finish the plants in June,” 
Dady teld The Constitution yesterday 
afternoon. “I still insist that it is im- 
possible to get stone within 300 miles 
of Atlanta to meet the demands of the 
city specifications.” 

Offers Reward for Stone. 

Contractor Dady stated that he 
would give $500 to any charity in At- 
lanta conditioned on any person se- 
curing a contract with any stone pro- 
ducers in the state to ship him ten 
carloads per day. 

He says it is absolutely impossible 
for the quaries at Lithonia, 25 miles 
from Atlanta, to supply him with five 
cars a day. He said that J. H. David- 
son, who operates a quarry at 
Lithonia, shipped him five carloads 
which were turned down by the in- 
spector on behalf of the city. 

“I adrAit that there is enough stone 
at Lithonia to supply me or anyone 
else for a thousand years,” Dady says, 
“but the quarries cannot supply we with 
all the stone I need which will come 
within the specifications.” 

He said that since the city rejected 
the shipment from the Davidson quarry 
he has been unable to get a single ton. 
He said that W. P. Evans, another 
crusher, won't contract with him, and 
the FE. O. Ragan company has refused 
to ship. He says that he is unable to 
get anything from the Georgia Granite 
company because it is involved in 
court proceedings. He is getting, he 
says, the output of the Pine Mountain 
.Granite company, and some from the 
Empire Granite company. 

Will Crush Some Stone. 

Dady has announced that he will put 
in additional equipment, and will crush 
“gome stone himself in order to hasten 
the work on his contract. 

W. A. Hansell, sewer engineer, con- 
nected with the city construction de- 
partment, says Dady can get at least 
ten cars of stone a day if he will get 
a hustle on him. He said the construc- 
tion department would urge the sewer 
committee and the bond commission to 
forfeit the bond placed by the Amer- 
ican Bonding company, of Baltimore, 
and attach a penalty of 350 a day after 
June, 

The of trade of Lithonia has 
sent the following communication to 
the sewer committee in reply to the 
statements of Dady as to his tnability 
to get stone from the Pine Mountain 
quaries: 

“To the Sewer Committee of the At- 
lanta City Council, Atlanta, Ga.—Gen- 
tlemen: We notice on several oc- 
casions Mr. Dadv, who has the con- 
tract with vour city to build the sew- 
age plant, seeks to lay the blame of 
his delay to the fact that he is unable 
io get crushed stone with which to do 
the work. The object of this Jetter is 
to correct this erroneous statement. 

“He seeks to create the impression 
not only among you, but among the 
publie in general, that there is an in- 
ability to furnish crushed stone for 
his requirements. 

“Lthonia, Ga., only 26 miles from At- 
lanta, is able and ready to furnish Mr. 
Dady, as they are hundreds of other 
customers, all the stone of any descrip- 
tien he may need, and his ery of being 
unable to get the stone is not the 
fault of the stone industry, but the 
fault of Mr. Dady alone. 

“It is true that Mr. Dady did buy a 
few cars of stone from Lithon?f@-‘/and 
he well Knows why the many firms 
here will not supply him morg If your 
committee desires to know the true 
.facts in the case, let them send an au- 
thorized person to Lithonia to investi- 
gate and iearn why these firms who 
do a erushing stone business refuse to 
supply Mr. Dady. . 

“If Mr. Dady will come to Lithonia 
with sufficient funds, we will fuaran-

Commission Takes Action 
Upon the Complaint of a 
Number of Residents in the

INMATES FLIRTED WITH 
PASSERSBY, THEY SAY 


Closed Cabs Rolled Up to the 
House Late at Night, it Is 
Alleged — Marion Jackson 
Makes Denial of Charges. 


If the Martha's home, the Men and 
Religion refuge for fallen girls, lo- 
cated at 108 Harris street, is not 
moved by the 18th of February, Chief 
of Police Beavers will be ordered by 
the police commisgion to evict -the in- 
mates and lock the doofs of the build- 
ing. 

Charges that it a disorderly 
house and is frequently the scene of 
indecent conduct were made to the 
police commission at its meeting last 
night. The complainants were three 
well-known citizens, H. M. Beutell, 
J. H. Sharp and Dr. Johnson, all three 
of whom live.in the vicinity. ' 

Mayor Woodward, ex-officio mem- 
ber of the commission, supported the 
protesting residents in their com- 
plaints and made a brief talk about 
the various protests that have arisen 
over the location of the institution. 
He suggested that the home be trans- 
ferred to one of the unoccupied build« 
ings On Mechanic street. 

Cenfer With Men and Religion. 

Following the complaints submitted 
by Mr. Sharpe, Mr. Beutell and Dr. 
Johnson, the commission voted unant- 
mously to appoint a committee to con- 
fer with Marion Jackson, John J. 
Eagan and others of the Men and Re- 
ligion Movement in regard to the re- 
moval of the home. 


is 


Kach of the three witnésses declared 
that the entire neighborhood was up in 
arms agains tthe instfitution’s loca- 
tion ‘and that many other responsible 
residents could have appeared before 
the commission had they been urged. 
Mr. Beutell asserted that disréputabla 
men and boys flocked around the home 
at times, drawn to the place by the 
inmates of the refuge. 

Another charge against the place 
was that many of the inmates openly 
carried on flirtations with passersby, 
and that numbers of girls and women 
had conducted themselves indecently. 

Asked for Removal of Home. 

Mr. Beutell and Mr. Sharp told the 
commipsion that they had gone 
to Mr. Jackson and Mr. Pagan with 
pleas to have the home removed. They 
said that the only assurance they had 
ever obtained was the reply that as 
soon ag a new location could be found 
the home would be removed. 

Both Mr. Beutell and Mr. Sharp sald 
they had suggested to Mr. Jackson and 
Mr. Eagan that the home be moved to 


the neighborhood in which their own 


residences were located. 

“Oh, we don’t want them out there,” 
they quote both the Men and Religion 
leaders as having retorted. 

All three of the complainants said 
that they had witnessed closed cabs 
zo to the home at late hours during 
the night. They would carry their 
testimony into the courts, they assert- 
in case it became necessary. 

Outrage, Says Woodward. 


Mayor Woodwawm, in emphatic tones, 
suggested that the home be given only 
three days in which to leave the Har- 
ris street location. 

“According to the evidence submit- 
ted here,” he said, “it is outrageous 
that the wives and daughters of resi- 
dents of the vicinity should have to 
witness such shocking scenes.” 

Dr. Johnson declared that the pres- 
ence of the refuge on Harris street 
had caused an alarming decrease in 
property values. He had almost closed 
a deal by which he would dispose of 
a $1,800 piece of land tin vicinity of 
No. 108, he said, but later the pros- 
pective purchaser had backed out. He 
attributed this to the Martha’s home. 

The home was established as a re- 
sult of the recent crusade against vice, 
in which the tenderloin was abolished.

WOODWARD CLASHES: 
WIT POLICE CHIEF 


Mayor Does Not Approve of 
Suspending Policemen 
Who Atre Indicted. 


Mayor Woodward and Chief Beavers 
clashed last night when the mayor 
denounced the chief's action in 
suspending two policemen who had 
been indicted for murder by the grand 
jury. After a brief defense of this 
method the chief made way for the 
board to reinstate both officers and to 
return to one of them the salary lost 
during the pertod of his suspension. 

The mayor declared that it wasn't 
fair to suspend a policeman when he 
had not been tried before a court and 
when he had only been indicted. 

“It not only deprives the man of 
means of providing a livelihood,” he 
said, “but it prejudices his case. It 
puts his defense at a disadvantage,” 

The two policemen over whom the 
discussion arose were M. C, Folds, who 
recently killed a negro prisoner, whom 
he shot in self-defense, and E. H. Par- 
ham. who shot and killed J. B. Wright, 
a white youth, while Wright was at- 
tempting to escape arrest. 

' Both were reinstated. Parham had 
'been suspended for several months. He 
| was placed upon the signal board. The 
pay he lost during the time of suspen- 
sion will not be returned. Folds’ pay 
will be returned. He has been 
suspended for only a few weeks. 

In defense Chief Beavers said: “It 
doesn’t speak well for the department 
and civic government to have a man in 
uniform and on duty who has been in- 
dicted for murder, It was only to up- 
| hold the dignity 
‘that I suspended these and other offi- 
'ecers. It is the privilege of the board 
to decide on this, however.” 

; Commissioner Johnson declared that 
'{t was ridiculous to cause a man to 
lose his salary by such suspension. 

“It Ils an outrage,” he said, “to keep 
la man off the force who has suffered 
‘an indictment of the kind returned 
against Parham and Folds.

Mexico City, February 11.—The 
federals and rebels fought a seven- 
hour drawn battle in the heart of the 
city today. When darkness put an 
end to the fighting neither side ap- 
peared to have gained any marked 
advantage. 

Estimates of the casualties run as 
high as one thousand, although ac 
curate information cannot be obtain- 
ed at this time. The dead cer 
tainly will be counted by the hun- 
dreds.

To the offer of Senor De La Barra 
to mediate, if he considered that 
course advisable, the president replied 
that he had no desire to deal with the 
rebels except through the medium of 
shot and shell. 

ARTILLERYMEN DESERT DIAZ 

DURING PROGRESS OF BATTLE 
the rebels, he de- 
clared to be fatally weakened by the 
desertion of 160 artillerymen who to- 
day operated guns for the insurgent 
forces. “I suppose,” cammented the 
president, late this afternoon, “that by 
tomorrow we’ will be ready to make a 
final advance. In the meantime more 
and more troops are coming in from 
outside the city. We have now more 
than the number we consider neces- 
sary to subdue the rebels.” 

Madero said he had received a tele- 
gram from General Blanquet, at Aja- 
lapa, thirty miles away, who an- 
nounced that he was proceeding to the 
capital,to prove his, loyaity, which, he 
understood, was doubted. “[ protest 
energetically against these false im- 
pressions,” General Blanquet wired. 

The most serious loss sustained 
among the federals was the death of 
Colonel Castillo, an efficent officer, 
who was shot near the Young Men’s 
Christian association building while 
leading a reconnoitering party. 

The result of the president's hasty 
trip by automobile to Cuernavaca Sun- 
day night, over a road long since 
practically abandoned by reason of 
the activity of the Zapatistas, was the 
addition to the federal forces of 1,200 
men and seventeen guns.

|quently of less than half a mile in 
densely populated city was a new and 
startling spectacle. Beyond that is- 
sued by the American 
practically no warning was given to 
non-combatants. As a matter of fact, 
it was impossible to mark the Mmita- 
tions of the danger zone. 

As the battle proceeded shells in- 
tended for the enemy four blocks away 
often found lodgment in houses a mile 
or two miles distant. 

Rifle bullets flew from the center 
to the circumfere:-e of the capital, 
making e@afety in any quarter only a 
relative term. 

Noon passed without any material 
advantage having been gained by 
either side. The fighting began at 
10:15 o'clock and, after three hours, 
there was nothing to indicate that it 
would not continue for many hours 
and perhaps into the next day. 

The heaviest line of fire was early 
established along Balderas street, the 
cannon of the opposing forces shoot- 
ing across only; four blocks point 
blank. The federals at the north end 
of the line used a battery of guns 
brought from Cuernavaca. Extreme- 
ties of the battleground were defend, 
ed by detachments of infantry and 
machine guns, whose rain of bullets 
swept the intervening space 
FIRE FORCED THE AMERICANS. 

TO FLEE FROM CONSULATE 

It was this engagement which re- 
sulted in damage to the American con- 
Sulate general The building stands 
at the intersection of Balderas street 
and Avenida Juarez. It suffered’ not 
more than some of the other build- 
ings but bursting shells from the 
rebel positions rendered the place un- 
tenable, and the consul general Ar- 
nold Shenklin, and his staff, at the 
suggestion of Ambassador Wilson, 
evacuated the place and took refuge 
intheembassy. Their escapefrom the 
building was accomplished at great 
risk. 

The assault against the rebel posi- 
tions in this avenue finally was aban-- 
doned| What undoubtedly contributed 
Sreatly to the rebeis’ abllity to resist 
this movement was the position of the 
Young Men's Christian association 
building a seven-story structure, less 
than two blocks from the arsenal. 

Early in the morning Diaz appro- 
priated the edifice, routing the for, 
eigners from their rooms and the 
dormitories and supplanting the occu- 
pants with machine guns and squads 
of riflemen. Soon from the numerous 
Windows and the roof top the muzles 
of automatics were pointed, later to be 
played with deadly effect on the 
ranks of the federals. Most of the 
foreigners left the building, but a 
handful remained. 


MACHINE GUNS WERE PLACED 


To counter this position the 
placed men with rifles and other ma- 
Chine guns on roofs of adjoining lofty 
buildings, one post being a tall struc- 
ture known as the Gore Office bulld- 
ing, While another building occupied 
Was the Cable office.

A large contingent of rurales did ex- 
cellent work, moving ammunition and 
participated in one disastrous charge 
prior to 2 o'clock. General Huerta had 
ordered a flanking movement down Bu- 
carell Street, the work of the rurales 
being to cover the Placing of a battery 
of guns. The rurales moved across an 
intersecting street but before the guns 
could be run into position, a heavy rifle 
fire swept through their ranks and they 
fell back in disorder and the artillery 
failed to hold its position. 

Up to this time four attempts had 
been made to take by assault the 
position of the rebels, but the federals 
were repeatedly repulsed. General 
Angles found it necessary to shift his 
position from time to time, though 
without material loss. ; 

General Diaz had further fortified 
his position by digging trenches 
across the streets, and’ notwithstand- 
ing the rain of shrapnel, his losses 
were comparatively slight.

Blames Shortage of Cars. 

W. S. Martin, manager of the Stone 
Mountain Granite company, says the 
shortage of cars was responsible for 
delays in shipments of stone to At- 
lanta. He said the shortage is still 
evident, and when cars are more plen- 
tiful he will be able to ship two or 


three cars a day. 

“We have been shipping to Con- 
tractor Dady all the stone we crush 
to the size demanded by him,” sald 
F. T. Mason, president of the Stone 


Mountain Granite company. “It is dif- 
ficult to supply him with stone of 
from one and one-half inches to two 
and one-half inches, because we might 
get only three cars of that size out of 
every forty cars crushed.” 

He said that it was not fair to ex- 
pect the quarries to change their en- 
tire equipment to crush stone of one 
size to supply one contractor, when 
there is & demand for finer crushed 
stone for concrete. 

President Mason said that fine 
crushed stone is 35 per cent higher 
in price than the stone Dady needs 
for Peachtree and Entrenchment 


creeks. 

He said that he shipped one car to 
Atlanta for the sewer plants and had 
it turned down by the city inspector 
because it had been in a wreck and 
the railroad mixed coal with it. 

Contractor Dady takes the position 
that in view of the many delays he 
has been subjected to he is entitled 
to an extension of time in June. He 
says the city delayed him nine months 
getting a spur track privilege to the 
plant. He also says that last year he 
lost 110 days out of 180, and once he 
was forced to close down when rains 
washed away his trestle. ‘ 

Clayton Opposes Delay. 

Captain Clayton, chief of construc- 
tion, stands firm against any further 
delays. 

“The Proctor creek plant is doing 
splendid work. It is all that we ex- 
pected,” Chief Clayton says. “We had 
little trouble with the Chattanooga 
people who had the contract. They 
got stone, and they finished the job 
in good style. Why can’t Dady do 
the same thing?” 

The Proctor creek plant filter beds 
spread over only one acre. The Peach- 
tree creek plant covers two and one- 
half acres, and the Intrenchment 
creek plant is a bit smaller. Con- 
tractor Dady says that when Proctor 
creek plant was being erected there 
was little demand for stone of the 
size he is demanding, and that there 
was a clamor from builders for con- 
crete stone. 

“The crushers were kept busy turn- 
ing out small stone, and consequently 
there was a great deal of large stone 
of the size required for the Proctor 
creek plant under the specifications. 
Strange as it may seem, there is little 
demand for crushed stone, and the 
quarries are not turning out the size 
that IT demand.” 

Contractor Dady declared Tuesday 
that he would gladly accompany mem- 
hers of the sewer committee to Pine 
and Stone Mountains and acquaint 
them with the conditions he is up 
against. 

Wilt Take up Any Proposition. 


He said that he will take up any 
proposition made to him. He _itold 
Chief Clayton that he advertised for 
bids for stone as per city specifica- 
tions, and received one proposition. 

“When I submitted the specifica- 
tions the quarry got cold feet, and 
dropped the negotiations because it 
became apparent that it was impossi- 
ble to furnish the quantity I demand- 
ed,” he said. 

The construction department, ac- 
cording’ to statements of Chief Clay- 
ton and Engineer Hansell, have con- 
doned some of the shortcomings of 
Contractor Dady in order to give him 
a chance to make a showing.

Cartersville, Ga., February 11.—(Spe- 
cial)—A small sensation and s0me in- 
dignation, especially manog the tender- 
hearted and charitably inclined, was 
occasioned by the last presentments of 
the Bartow county grand jury, when 
it was officially announced that the in- 
mates of the poor farm numbered ten, 
and that these unfortunates were be- 
(ing cared for by the county on the 
munificent sum of 8 cents per diem, 
which amount included food, raiment, 
| housing, medicine, warmth, ete. <A 
, committee of the jury. visited the pau- 
| per farm and found it to “be in very 
| bad condition,” and recommended that 
“repairs be made at once.” Nothing 
was sald, however, as-to increasing the 
allowance for the old people, all of 
whom are white and feeble, and as 
Subject to the increased cost of living 
as others. 

An investigation of the Bartow coun- 
ty jail’ resulted in the same findings 
as regards condition, and repairs were 
recommended It was found that 40 
cents per day was aillowed Sy the 
county for the two meals furnished to 
the prisoners, most of whom are ne- 
groes, but on account of the increased 
cost of living the grand jury recom- 
mended that the jailor be allowed 50 
cents a day for each isoner’s food, 
instead of the usual 4@fcents that is 
now being allowed. 

The disparity between 50 cents a day 
for two meals for jail inmates and 8 
cents a day for all human necessities 
for the unfortunate whites at the pau- 
per farm is what caused the sensation. 

The grand jury recommended that 
the pauper home be moved nearer the 
city.

A CONQUEROR 


Tragedy upon tragedy has been stage:l 
on the vast white deserts of the polar re- 
gions, at both ends of the earth. None of 
them match in stunning force the mocking 
satire of fate which led Scott, the brave 
Englishman, to fulfill the dream of a life- 
time by reaching the south pole only to 
fall victim to a blizzard before he could 
bring back to waiting civilization the news 
of his achievement. 

It was as though those icy gods that 
have so long lorded it over the bleak con- 
tinents that mark the world’s antipodes re- 
sented murderously the frequency with 
which the majestic solitude of centuries 
have lately been invaded by frail man. 

First Peary, the American, at the north 
pole. Then the Norwegian, Amundsen, at 
the south pole. Then hardly had the ice 
grown over his trail before it was broken 
and an Englishman stood at the southern- 
most end of all things earthy. 

The first thought is one of melancholy

over this polar tragedy. But Scott had 
achieved his lifewish. He had made his 
dream come true. Not like the hundreds 
who have preceded him did he leave his 
frozen body as a futile tribute to the ele 
ments. In an age that sometimes fears the 
inroads of commercialism and the tyranny 
of softness, he vindicated the most ancient 
Anglo-Saxon traditions of endurance and 
hardihood. He died a conqueror. 


A PARCEL POST CENTER. 


The postoffice department reports that 
during the first month of the operation of 
the parcel post Atlanta contributed more 
to this feature than such cities as Denver, 
Los Angeles, New Orleans, Louisville, Ic- 
dianapolis, Milwaukee, Seattle and Port- 
, land, all of them with population larger 
than that of Atlanta. 

While it was anticipated, the develop- 
ment is significant. It means that, bear- 
ing new witness to the strategic importance 
of this city, Atlanta is to be listed with 
those American cities most enjoying the 
wider trade coming from the improved 
transportation facilities of the parcel post. 
The supremacy thus early indicated is 
merely indicative. As people become more 
familiar with the advantages of the system, 
and as merchants extend the scope of their 
advertising, Atlanta’s importance as a parcel 
post distributing center will increase by 
leaps and bounds. 

As the producer learns how easily he 
may find in the city a market for his truck 
and as the city dweller finds how easily 
he can cut the cost of living by direct re- 
lations with the farmer, a great interchange 
of the necessities of life may be expected 
to spring up between Atlanta and the sur- 
rounding territory. The country merchant 
will be first in line for the profits flowing 
to him through the enlarged purchasing 
power of his rura] customers. 


ATLANTA MIGHT IMITATE. 


New York is taking time, and, inci- 
dentally, death and disease, by the forelock 
and preparing in the dead of winter to in- 
augurate a “cleaning up” campaign never 
equaled in the city’s history. All resi- 
dences, department stores, office buildinus 
and streets will be given a religious and 
sanitary scrubbing. Places tempting to the 
deadly mosquito and the house fly will be 
given heroic treatment. . The biggest citv 
on the hemisphere intends to meet the 
heated term with its house in order, from 
the health standpoint. 

Atlanta may well imitate. A good b»- 
ginning is made, fortunately, in the crema- 
tory matter. If council will get in behind 
the contractor for the sewage disposwl 
plants another forward step will have been 
taken. Then the board of health and the 
sanitary department, with the co-operatioa 
of council, should track the fly and the mos- 
quito to their respective lairs. One breed- 
ing place destroyed now is worth the similar 
destruction of a dozen ones after the suni- 
mer has come and conditions favorable t» 
the spread of disease put in an appearance. 


BRAGGADOCIO. 


So calm and conservative a newspaper 
as The New York Times fears the United 
States is depending too much on its ability 
to “lick anything going,” and not enough on 
scientific preparedness of army and navy. 
One need not subscribe to an aggressive 
militaristic policy in order to feel that our 
people sometimes let their martial enthusi- 
asm get away with their judgment when it 
comes to weighing our chances with other 
nations. In fact, the country is so decidedly 
committed against staggering expenditures 
for army and’ navy purposes that there is 
little danger of the pendulum swinging in 
the other direction. 

But if we are to secure the utmost effi- 
ciency from the money we are already 
spending it is essential to rouse public sen- 
timent.out of its present complacency. For 
instance, there is sure to be ignorant oppo- 
sition to the broad plan of army reorganiza- 
tion as laid down by Leonard Wood, chief 
of staff, including his ambition to make a 
more effectual army of the volunteer militia. 
People argue that no world-power would 
dare to attack us, and‘that if it did, our 
great wealth and our international reputa- 
tion for fighting ability would quickly decide 
the contest. 

There is no doubting the bravery of the 
American nor his skill as a soldier. But it 


takes almost as much training to transform 
a peaceful citizen into a first-class soldier 
as it does to equip a doctor, a lawyer, or a 
business man. The lesson of the civil war 
stands out as illustrating this point. Many 
months were required to whip the raw re- 
cruits into shape, and not until well into the 
second year did either army, collectively, 
begin to show the, results of hard and per- 
sistent training. The more recent Spanish- 
American war simply drove this truth 
home. 

As General Wood says, the army should 
be concentrated at fewer posts, and situ- 
ated with a view to tactical and strategical 
advantage rather than with an eye to polit- 
ical expediency. No one expects that a hos- 
tile army will soon invade this country. 
But assuming, for the sake of argument, 
that it did, all our national valor and our 
overwhelming wealth would not avail to 
prevent much bloodshed and loss of life 
that might be minimized by careful prepa- 
ration. 

It is a good thing to be well-armed in 
self-confidence. But unless methodical pre- 
paredness is back of the self-confidence, the 
initial penalty is likely to be a heavy one.

WHO STRUCK BILLY 
PATTERSON? 


Who struck Billy Patterson? The iden- 
tity of the man who figured in this incident 
which occurred prior to the civil war vari- 
ously has been placed, and, in fact, several 
claimants for a considerable time desired the 
honor. At any event, “Who struck Billy Pat- 
terson”’ became a by-expression throughout 
the country, and afforded no end of amuse- 
ment, as well as an earnest effort to find 
the culprit. 

In The New York World of 1879 the fol- 
lowing was printed: “The case of William 
Patterson is the great American myth. He 
has been described by persons claiming to 
have known him as a senator of New Jersey, 
as a judge of Pennsylvania, as a bank presi- 
dent of Boston, as a fireman in Philadelphia, 
as a merchant in Baltimore, and as a Bowery 
boy of New York. 


“The incident which immortalized him 
must have occurred early in the century, 


for he was made the hero of a song popular 
in London in the reign of George IV at the 
same time with that other now forgotten 
American ditty, ‘Possum up the Gum-Tree.’”’ 

The stroke which made the name of Wil- 
liam Patterson famous throughout the coun- 
try, no doubt, was administered to the Bal- 
timore merchant of that name, whose daugh- 
ter, “Betty” Patterson, a Baltimore belle, 
married Jerome Bonaparte. 

Patterson, it is said, owned considerable 
real estate in Georgia, and was visiting his 
possessions there when a tumult and dis- 
turbance occurred and someone in the crowd 
dealt Patterson a tremendous blow. Before 
he could recover himself his assailant had 
discreetly withdrawn, and no trace of him 
could be found. 

The injured man indignantly demanded, 
“Who struck Billy Patterson?” and contin- 
ued to repeat his inquiry through the streets, 
but as he was a stranger, and a large, pow- 
erful man, who might prove a formidable

adversary, his query received no answer. 

Fully determined to avenge the indignity 
offered him, Patterson persisted in his 
search, and subsequently offered a consid- 
erable reward to any one who would name 
the man. But even this tempting bait elic- 
ited no response, and in the course of time 
Patterson died with his dearest wish unful- 
filled. But he provided for a posthumous 
triumph by leaving in his will a codicil to 
the effect that a legacy of $1,000 was to be 
paid to the person who, in any future time, 
should reveal the secret to his executors or 
heirs. A copy of this will is said to be on 
file in the ordinary’s office at Carnesville, 
Franklin county, Ga. The affair was much 
talked of, and “Who struck Billy Patter- 
son?" became a proverbial Saying. 

A new light was thrown on the mystery 
in 1885 when Mrs. Jenny G. Conely, of Athol, 
N. Y., came forward and announced that her 
father, George W. Tillerton, struck the blew, 
but was so terrified by the reports of Pat- 
terson’s anger that he retired precipitately 
from the town, and the family only recently 
having heard of the reward, Mrs. Jenny im- 
Plicated her father in order that she might 
obtain the reward. But she failed even al- 
though she related very graphic details of 
the occurrence as told her by her father, 

There was another claimant for the honor, 
Alban Smith Payne, M. D., who later became 
professor of theory and practive of medi- 
cine at the Southern Medical college, Atlan- 
ta, Ga. The encounter, according to PDr. 
Payne's statement, occurred in Richmond, 
Va., in May, 1852. He

Usher Parsons, the surgeon to 
Perry On Lake Erie, lying on 
the road, unable to rise, his white hair 
air, ruthlessly knocked 
there by a brutal bully, and I said, ‘By the 
eternal, I will hit you, my man, and I will 
hit you hard." And I did.” 

Dr. Payne was a close friend of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, John G. Saxe and Edgar 
Allan Poe, and a lineal descendant of Colonel 
Payne, who, it is said, once knocked down 
George Washington. 

It is related that at the Georgia attack 
of Patterson, a friend, on hearing that he 
was struck, fiercely advanced into the crowd 
and exclaimed: “Who struck Billy Patter- 
son?” To him advanced a bold rioter, who 
replied: “I struck Billy Patterson.” Upon 
this the champion, eyeing his man, suddenly 
assumed an expression of disinterested critt- 
cal satisfaction, and said, “And a d— good 
blow you struck him, too!” The rioter’s 
name was John Smith. 

The mystery never has been cleared up, 
and the peirs of “Betty's pa never have been 
compelled to turn over the $1,000.

HELPED BY U. S. LAWS 


Railway Regulation Upheld by Com- 
missioner Clements. 


(From The Washington Post.) 

Philadelphia, Pa, February 2?.—During 
the course of his address before the Traffic 
club, of Philadelphia, at their annual din- 
ner last night in the Bellevue-Stratford. ho- 
tel, Judson C. Clements, senior member of 
the interstate commerce commission, replied 
to criticisms that there has been too much 
governmental regulation of interstate com- 
merce. He said, in part: 

“An examination of the history of rail- 
way construction, operation, and the results 
in earnings and dividends during the pe- 
riod of federal regulation will not indicate 
that the carriers, as a whole, have been ad- 
versely affected by it. There has been a 
constant annual increase of the per cent of 
dividends paid on the stocks of the railroads 
of this country, as well as a constant in- 
crease in the percentage of railway stocks 
that pay some dividend. more or less, 

Entitled to Fair Earnings. 

“During the twenty-six years of the life 
and development of the act to regulate com- 
merce, the single-track railway mileage of 
the United States has increased from about 
140,000 to approximately 250,000 miles, er at 
the average rate of between 4,000 and 5,000 
miles yearly. Thus it is shown that there 
has been constructed within the period of 
twenty-six years under regulation over 100,- 
000 miles of new railway, as against 140,000 
miles during the period of sixty years of 
railway development prior to federal reg- 
ulation. 

“It cannot for a moment be dowbted that 
the carriers should have opportunity at all 
times to secure fair earnings on such busi- 
ness as they can obtain at reasonable and 
just rates. -This is so not only because it 
is right and just to them, but because it 
is also for the best interests of the whole 
people in order that they may be efficiently 


‘and satisfactorily served by these agencies 
. of the government in the performance of a 


public service.” 
What May Be Accomplished. 

In pointing out what he believed could 
be further accomplished by fuller co-opera- 
tion between the carriers and shippers, the 
commissioner appealed to carriers and ship- 
pers alike to take into account the fact that 
during the period of development of the 
present system of federal regulation well- 
defined principles and rules of action have 
been established which are generally recog- 
nized as fair and just, “so that with these 
settled principles and reasonable rules of ac- 
tion in mind they may meet each other in 
conference and in a spirit of intelligent co- 
operation fairly settle the matters of con- 
tention between them. If this policy were ° 
generally followed, the number of com- 
plaints that come to the commission and t» 
the courts would be greatly diminisheg@®

RAILWAY MEN HEARD 
ON VALUATION BILL 


Washington, February 11.—Railroad 
representatives joined today with 
“public utility experts” before § the 
senate interstate commerce committee 
in approving generally the bill for the 
valuation of railroad property under 
consideration of the committee. 

The railroads’ main criticism of the 
bill was directed against the words 
making {t mandatory in the interstate 
commerce commission to investigate 
and report on the “original cost to 
date” of the property, the position be- 
ing taken that it would work a hard- 
ship in some cases for a railroad to 
produce this information and in others 
that the evidence of it had been de- 
stroyed by fire or earthquake.

BECAUSE OF NEGLECT 


Topeka, ican. F 


; Pobcuery 11.—A nick- 
el’'s worth of boracic acid would have 
Saved the sight of nine out of 
every ten babies in Kansas who be- 
came blind after birth, declared Dr. g 
J. Krumbine, ‘secretary of the state 
board of health, today after complet- 
ing an extensive’ investigation of 
blindness in Kansas children. 

In one neighborhood he found that 
out of sixteen babies fourteen were 
blind before they were a month old. 

“The blindness of every one of these 
could have been prevented,” he said. 
“Tt is a crime not far behind mur- 
der.” 

A bill pending in the Kansas legis- 
‘lature provides that if the eyes of a 
baby become red or swollen, or there 
is a discharge, the proper medicine 
for the relief of the child must be im- 
mediately administered, under penalty 
of a $100 fine and six months’ impris- 
onment. Health oftieers, physicians 
and nurses are held responsible for 
the enforcement of the law.

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HE CORNERED COTTON 


On His Plea of Guilty He Is 
Fined $4,000—His Associates 
Will Not Plead Guilty. 


New York, February 11.—James A. 
Patten, the cotton and grain specula- 
tor, pleaded guilty in the federal court 
here today to the sixth count in an 
indictment charging him with restraint 
of trade. 

Judge Mayer fined Mr. Patten $4,000, 
which was paid immediately. 

Patten, Eugene Scales, of Texas, and 
others were indicted by a federal 
grand jury here more than a year ago 
for manipulation of the cotton market. 
The government charged that their 
acts constituted restrain of trade. The 
defendants -demurred and carried teir 
case to the supreme court, which re- 
cently ruled against them. ~ 

Statement fot Patten. 

George W: Merrick, Patten’s attor- 
ney, issued a statement, saying that 
his client had entered his plea “with- 
out any consciousness of being guilty 
of any moral turpitude, or of offending 
in the slightest degree against any 
law or proper rule of conduct,” 

“The contract charged in the sixth 
count of this indictment is one that 
has hitherto always been deemed com- 
mercially proper and lawful,” said the 
lawyer. “Indeed, this contract was not 
signed by him, and he only knew of 
it as having been entered into by 
others, and as one entirely proper. 
This contract, moreover, was drawn by 
counsel learned in the law and stated 
by them to be in every way lawful. 

“Although the Sherman act has been 
in force for more than twenty years, it 
was never before supposed that a con- 
tract of the kind in question offended 
against it. 

“This long litigation has been 4 
source of great expense and care to my 
client, and he is now, while unafrald, 
unwilling further to litigate, and so he 
makes this plea to conclude a litiga- 
tion that, if continued, would entail 
still greater expense, trouble and an- 
noyance, both to himself and the gov- 
ernment.” 

Fine Satisfied Government. 


Federal Attorney Wise said, that in 
view of the fact that Patten had 
pleaded guilty, and that an indictment 
charging a cotton corner raised a 
novel question upon which there was 
a difference of opinion among judges, 
the government would be satisfied with 
the imposition of a fine. 

The sixth count charges that Patten 
and his associates, Colonel Robert M. 
Thompson, William P. Brown, F. B. 
Hayne and Eugene Scales, agreed, un- 
der contract, to buy practically the en- 
tire raw cotton crop of 1909 in order 
to hold it out of the market until No- 
vember 1, 1919, 

To the seven other counts in the in- 
dictment Patten pleaded not guilty, 
and they were nolled by the court.
